Nellie Morton, 17 years old, brown-eyed 
and petite, says: “I spent Saturday night 
with Mr. Baker at a house in the West 
1 End of St. Louis.’’ 

This statement was made by Miss 
Morton to the Belleville police and re- 
peated to a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
her home on Illinois street Friday. 

“IT do not.know where Mr. Baker is 
now,’ she added. ‘‘We were in East St. 
Louis until 4 p. m. Sunday and I left

Ww. E. Kimball of South Memphis ended 
this troubles by jumping from the Ar- 
Kansas side of the bridge over the Mis- 
Bissippi River at Memphis, Thursday 
night. His crushed body was found 
Friday morning under the bridge. 
Letters signed Nora Acton, Avondale, 
Ala, ‘wére found in ‘his pockets, re- 
‘proaching him for returning to his wife.

Miss Morton was indignant when she 
learned that the police had revealed the 
story she had told. 

‘They sent for me,” she said, ‘‘and I 
went to see the Chief Wednesday. I 
told him freely all about the trip I 
made to St. Louis with Mr. Baker and 
he promised not to divulge what I had 
told him. I am willmmg that this should 
be known to save Mr. ..ker from un- 
jjust suspicion, but the Chief shoud 
have kept his promise.”’ 

In the statement she made to the po- 
lice Miss Morton said she and Baker, 
after arriving at St. Louis Saturday 
evening about 10 o’clock, boarded an 
Olive car and rode west for about an 
hour. They stayed, she said, at the 
home of a friend of Baker’s. She could 
not give the street address nor the 
name of the friend.” 

Others Contraatct Girl. 


The attempt by Miss Morton to es- 
tablish an alibi for tne man with whom 
she was very friendly and by whom she 
had been employed as an assistant at 
his studio for a month, is rendered all 
the more striking by reason of the posi- 
tive statement of several persons that 
they saw Baker in Belleville and in the 
vicinity of the Stookey Building where 
Waeltz met his death, about the time 
the farmer is thought to have received 
his fatal injury. 

The Belleville police are asking them- 
selves if she was fond enough of Baker 
to invent a story of the kind she has 
told and stick to it in the face of such 
evidence as they have in hand. 

They say that before she went to the 
chief she first made a trip to East St. 
Louis and there had a conference with 
Henry Baker, a brother of the suspected 
photographer. They attach significance 
to that. 

No one but Miss Morton claims to 
have seen Baker since Saturday night. 
She says she saw him last at 4 p. m. 
Sunday. Notices have been sent out to 
many cities asking his arrest and a re- 
ward of $100 has been offered for his 
capture by the family of the dead man. 

Not Certain of Murder. 

The death of Waeltz is a mystory 
The police are not ready to say it was a 
murder, nor willing to accept the theory 
that he fell down the Stookey Building 
steps by accident. 

They say they have postive evidence 
that Baker purchased chloroform at 4@ 
Belleville drug store at 10 a. m, and 
that half an hour later he bought two 
bottles of whisky at a saloon and took 
|them to his studio on the third fleor of 
the Stookey Building. 

Earlier in the evening, the police say, 
Baker and Waeltz were seen together. 
When Waeltz left home he is known to 
have carried $76, but there was no mon- 
ey in his pockets when his bedy was 
found by Frank Johnsen, a business col- 
lege teacher, who has living apartments 
on the second floor of the Stookey 
Building. 

The police say they have witnesses to 
swear that Baker appeared in a saloon 
at Belleville about 11 p. m. and changed 
a bill of large denomination. 

Shortly before 11 p. m. a clatter like 
that of a body falling down stairs was 
heard by Walter Kohl, who conducts a 
drug store on the street floor of the 
Stookey Building. The doof of the Baker 
studio is almost at the head of the 
stairs at the foot of which Waeltz was 
found dead from a fracture of the skull.

prices than cold storage ffish, and 
save the storage charges also.

Registered Mail Pouch Thief May 
Be Sent to Prison for 


35 Years. 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 27.—Charies Ste.. 
vens, the negro who stole $50,000 from 
a registered mail pouch here severa) 
montis ago, was found guilty in the 
Federal Court today on six counts. The 
maxitibm penalty is 35 years. He will 
be sentenced later. 

Stevens traveled extensively after the 
robbery and spent money freely. He 
finally returned to his haunts in Kan- 
sas City and was arrested. He was 
placed on trial Wednesday last and was 
defended by a lawyer from San Fran- 
cisco. 

The«stolen pouch contained money 
being shipped to New York City by a 
Los Angeles bank, The pouch was re- 
covered, but none of the money was 
ever found by the officers. Stevens is 
believed to have buried the trasure with 
the idea of getting it when he has 
served his term in prison.

Louis, but should lay it liable to the 
revocation of the franchises which it 
now holds. 

They say they will show that for years 
the Terminal has violated the ordinances 
under the terms of which the franchises 
for all/ot its component companies were 
granted. 


Say Ordinances Are Ignored, 


Each of these ordinances provides that 
the charge for switching a car shall be 
not more than $1.. In each case the pen- 
alty for vielating this provision is the 
revocation ef the franchise. 

“The franchise of the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Railway Co., whose tracks lie along 
the levee from Arsenal street to the 
Waterworks, is a case in peint,’’ said 
Mr. Ziebold Friday. 

“The grant was made in 1884 and the 
company has since been ;- bsorbed by the 
Terminal. In the ordinance it is ex- 
pressly stated that the switching charge 
shall be not more than $1 a car over 
any portion of the voute to or from con- 
necting lines. 

“On this and similar grants the right 
of the Terminal to collect switching 
charges is based. It simply ignores the 
ordinance and disobeys the law. 

’ “This was what I meant at the Coun- 
cil hearing when I said that shippers 
who are now paying as high as $6 a car 
for having their freight switched could 
have it done for $1 if they would assert 
their rights. 2 


. Crow Says Law Is Violated. 


“There is no questicn that the fran- 
chise grant of the St. Louis Transfer 
Railway Co, and other companies in the 
Terminal limits the Terminal to a 
charge of $1 a car for switching,” safti 
Attorney BE. C. Crow, one of the attor- 
neys for the Gevernment in the suit to 
dissolve the Terminal monopoly. 

“But for years they have been charg- 
ing higher rates. They knew they were 
violating the law. This is shown by the 
fact that in every instance where a 
shipper has stood up for his rights and 
has threatened legal proceedings the 
Terminal has refunded all of the switch- 
ing charge in excess of the $1 allowed 
it under the law. 

“That the Terminal, now asking for 
favors, has deliberately violated the law 
for years there can be no doubt.”

SLAIN BY WOMAN 
ON EVE OF TRIAL 


POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Nov. 27.—John 
Wright of Ash Hill, only eye-witness 
to the killing of Noah Sifford, last De- 
cember, was shot and killed by a negro 
woman in Poplar Bluff last night. He 
had come here to testify against Lu- 
ther Baggott, charged with the murder 
of Sifford, today.

The limited power of money has taught 
John D. Rockefeller, the richest trades- 
man in the world, that “it is better to 
give than receive.” At least, he so 
declares in an article on the “difficult 
art of giving,’’ which will be given to 
the public in the December number 
of the World’s Work, and which will 
be published in full in the Post-Dis- 
patch, from Dec. 10 to Dec. 2, 

The intrinsic value of money, he be- 
lieves, is nothing, and any attempt to 
pervert the use to the satisfaction of 
inordinate desires will bring only pain 
to its possessor. 

‘The novelty of being able to pur- 
chase anything one wants s00n passes,” 
he says. ‘‘For what people most seek 
cannot be bought. 

Extravagance Brings Pain, 

“These rich men we read so much 
about cannot gratify the pleasures of 
the palate beyond very moderate 
bounds. They cannot lavish much 
money on fine ratment without suffer- 
ing from public ridicule, and in their 
homes they cannot go far beyond the 
less wealthy without involving them- 
selves in more pain than pleasure. 

“Do not begin your business career 
with the idea of getting eut of the 
world by hook or crook all you can,” 
he advises young men. “Let your 
thought be: “Where can I be the most 
effective in the work of the world.’ 

“T .would respectfully present this 
thought to the so-called ‘money kings,’ 
the one way in which they can secure a 
real equivalent for money is to culti- 
vate a taste for giving where money 
may produce an effect which will be a 
lifelong gratification. 

Philanthropy. Hard Work. 

“Tt is only by scientific, business-like 
methods that a man can give himself. 
I worked myself almost into a nervous 
breakdown in groping my way through 
this ever-widening field of  philan- 
thropic endeavor. There was forced 
upon me the necessity to organize.” 

Mr. Rockefeller then describes his 
philanthropy and observes that = the 
value of research and education is often 
overlooked by those who through kind- 
heartedness are prone to help only the 
sick and distressed.

Old Madrid Tears Her Hair in 
Wild Despair at Decadence 
of Bull Fighting. 








MATADORS FEAR BULLS 





They Wish Tame Ones, Angry 
Crowds Demand Conflicts 
of Olden Time. 





MADRID, Nov. 27.—The bullfight game 
is on the wobble here. The moving 
picture shows are getting the people’s 
money, and the meat markets have 
ceased to deal in choice cuts from the 
corridas, and are buying all their 
steaks and roasts from the regular 
slaughter-houses. : 

It isn’t that the Madrilenos have lost 
their fondness for the fiesta taurina of 
their fathers. The trouble is with the 
toreadors, mata- 
dors, picadors and 
other hangers-on 
of the ring. They 
have run so much 
to gold lace and 
blue silk stockings 
that they run 
from a real bull. 
And Madrid isn’t 
paying its two 
pesetas a seat to 
view that sort of 
work. 

One feast day 
a few weeks back 
the bulifight was 
going along in 
the usual way, a 
tired, -senile bull 
being prodded 
along from behind 
by a lot of boys, 
up to the place 
where the red rag 
was being waved, 
when the crowd 
got peevish and began to yell for some 
real bullfighting. Alho it began to throw 
pop bottles and steins dripping with 
home-brewed cerveza. 

™hen Senor Longhorno, our genial di- 
rector general de toros, came out and 
asked thé crewd to be patient, and 
he would try to give some real, old- 
fashioned sport. 

He had the old bull chased back to 
the hay and turned into the ring two 
young Miura bulls, which were not 
show-broke. They held their heads low 
and kicked the dust high, and. they 
rnade right for the man with the red 
rag. 

Before they got him, Senor Fake- 
fighto dropped the rag and fled to the 
farthest edge of the ring. There, with 
the bottles and.steins falling in show- 
ers about him, he hurriedly consulted 
with his colleagues, Senors Stringerino 
and Josho de FPublico, Then they beck- 
oned to the director. 

They told Senor Longhornho that their 
contract called for performances with 
show bulls, which had been duly re- 
hearsed for their 
parts. He had no 
business turning in 
those outlaw ani- 
mals, and if the 
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Miura racket was 
tried on the torea- 
dors again, they 
would walk out, 
and then where 
would his old 
show .be? 

The manager told 
them they ‘could 
see for themselves 
what the public 
wanted. He vent- 
ured his own per- 
sonal opinion that, 
if Hscamillo had 
been a bullfighter 
of the modern 
Madrid type, Car- 
men never could 
have warmed up 
te him, and the 

















agent work ever done for the bullfighting 
game, would never have been written. 

But he yielded to their demands, .and 
even stopped the sale of pop and beer, 
and made a rule forbidding the admis- 
sion of spectators carrying vegetables. 
After a Sunday or two the people quit 
coming, all except the holders of passes 
and a few hundred loyal old fans. 

The other day, at a mass meeting in 
the Plaza de Rey Alfongo, the Specta- 
tors‘ Miura Bull Association was or- 
ganized, Its members are pledged to 
attend no more fights unless Miura 
bulls are used, and committees are to 
see that nobody dopes the bulls before 
the show. 

The bullfighters have formed the Antt- 
Miura Protective. League, and are 
pledged to fight no Miura bulls. They 
say if they can't make a living in the 
way they have been doing, they will 
look for jobs as linemen, or steeple- 
jacks, or some work that the insurance 
companies don't class as extra-hazard- 
ous, like fighting real bulls. 

The Comision Nacional de Arbitracion 
wilt probably be called on to settle the 
rtrouble. If it isn’t adjusted soon the 
answer is likely to be a revolution. For 
the Madrid public wu. go hungry more 
contentedly than it will go without real 
bullfighting.

Divorces Outnumber Increase 
in Population, 3 to 4, in 
United States.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—If the di- 
vyorce mill hasn’t been increasing its 
business faster than the stork has in- 
creased his in your ‘neighborhood, you 


live in an exceptional neighborhood, 
and ought to have your rent raised. 

Vigures, which have a way of show- 
ing anything when the Census Bureau 
gets hhold of them, show that the in- 
crease of divorces is three times greater 
than the increase of population, and 
that one marriage in every 13 winds up 
in the divorce court. 

The bureau’s new report, classified by 
states, shows some peculiarities in fa- 
vor of Missour! marriage, with some 
points against it. For instance: 

Grass widows in Missouri to the num- 
ber of 328 paid alimony to their lucky 
former husbands during the 20 years 
from 1887 to 1906. 

Women Ahead of Men. 

But the women more than got back 
at the men. In Missouri 4220 ex-hus- 
bands contributed alimony during the 
game period to the support of their for- 
mer wives, while all over the country 
i8 per cent of the female divorcees asked 
for alimony and 12.7 per cent got it. 

These new figures on divorce cover 
the last 20 years and represent the 
fruitien of one of President Rodsevelt’s

Children Impede Divorce. 

In 39.8 per cent of all divorce cases 
children played a part. But the records 
show conclusively that children tend to 
clog the grind of the divorce mill. 

In only 26 per cent of the divorces 
granted to husbands, children are in- 
volved. In 46.8 per cent of the divorces 
granted to women, children play a part. 

But the great race suicide agency is 
hard times. The total number of mar- 
riages recorded during the period from 
1887-1906, inclusive, was 12,832,044. The 
number annually reported increased 
from 483,069 in 1887 to 853,290 in 1906. But 
the increase for the year 1893, when 
times were hard, was very slight, and 
for 1894, a panic year, there was an ac- 
tual’ decrease. Ner did normal condi- 
tions prevail again in the matrimonia: 
market until 1899. 

Missouri Divorces, 54,766. 

The country’s divorce record for 20 
years reached the miserable ‘grand total 
of 945,62. Of these Missouri valiantly 
came to the scratch with her total of 
54,766. In Missouri the men were a lit- 
ter better, or a little worse, than the 
women, for they obtained more of the 
divorces proportionately than the men of 
the rest of the country. 

Of all the divorces in the country at 
large, 33.4 went to husbands, while in 
Missouri the percentage of husbands 
drawing divorce coupons was 34.4. In 
Missouri the men got 18,815 decrees, and 
during the same period the divorce mill 
ground out 35,951 grass widows. 

The double standard of morality finds 
an echo in the relative number of di- 
vorces granted because of unfaithful- 
ness. The total decrees for this cause 
over the country was 153,759, of which 
husbands were granted ‘69.1 per cent. 
In Missouri the percentage granted 
husbands ran as high as 61.6 per cent, 
the number of such decrees granted to 
husbands being 3659 and to wives 2277. 

‘Men Meaner Than Their Wives. 

But men are much meaner and more 
crue] than their wives. Of the 206,225 
decrees handed down for cruelty in the 
yentire country, the women got 83.9 per 
cent. The Missouri husbands averaged 
better dispositions than their brothers

Belleville people who attended the 
union Thanksgiving services at the 
Presbyterian Church were told by the 
‘Rev. J. Y. Reid, pastor of the First M. 
E. Church, that Belleville centributes 
more than $1,000,000 to the saloons every 
year and that the ecnurches and preach- 
ers involuntarily participate in the con- 
tribution. 

He preached on “God in National Af- 
fairs.”” He spoke about things te be 
thankful for in nation apd State, but 
when he got around to Belleville he 
spoke about things to be ashamed of. 
He said, in part: 

“While we inhabit the darkest. spot 
on the map of Illinois, it is getting light 
all about us, ‘The night is far spent, 
the day is at hand,’ when Belleville 
peopie should awake to the fact that 
the licensed saloon fs a crime, that 
the business of the saloon is to reb 
men and women of their money, their 
virtue and their lives. 

Explanation of Minister, 

“Let me explain to you how the 
working men and the business men ef 
Belleville are being held up for their 
hard-earned money. Belleville has a 
population of 25,000 and 110 saloons, ene 
saloon to every 227 peeple. The average 
saloon will take in $2% each day oer 
$9125 in a year. 

“One hundred and ten saloons take 
in, $1,003,750 in a@ year, an average of $40 
per capita, for which amount the sa- 
loons return to the city for license $65,- 
000, an average of $2.20 per capita. Thus 
it is plain to be seen that the people 
pay on an average per capita $37.80 more 
than they get from saloon licenses. 

“Now add to this amount your regu- 
lar city tax, $24 on the $1000; your light 
and water bills, and if you live en a 
paved street you must pay extra fer

Her Arrest in Double. Murder 
Case Involves Prominent 
French Officials. 





WAS FAURE POISONED? 





Woman Accused of Killing 
Her Husband Was Involved 
With President.

PARIS, Nov. 27.—The arrest of Mme. 


Steinheil is not only expected to solve 
the mystery concerning the death -of 
her husband and Mme. Japy, but it is 
also likely to clear up the mystery 
regarding the death of President 
Faure ten years ago. In doing this 
the affair is cxpected to involve many 
prominent officials jn a scandal which 
has been suppressed for years and 
which will be far-reaching. 

It is now openly asserted that Pres- 
ident Faure did not dte in the Elysee 
Palace as officially stated at the time, 
but that he died in the home of Mme. 
Steinhei]l, and that poison instead 
of apoplexy ended his life. 

Mme, Steinheil has told many 
stories of the death of her ‘sband 
und the woman who was supposed to 
be her mother, hut who is now known 
to have been her stepmether. Many of 
her statements huve been disproven 
and the detectives are working on her 
in an effort to pet a statement that 
will fit the known facts. 

She admits that she hat@d her hus- 
band and it is known that for vears 
she had cariied on affairs with other 
men, sometimes with the knowledge 
of her husband, sometimes without 
his suspicion being aroused. 

Insane cr Homicidal Maniac? 

Already discussion has started as 
to whether Mme. Steinheil is insane 
or is a homicidal maniac. Her stories 
are incredible and her various state- 
nents do not match. But enough is 
known to place her in the list of the 


world’s remarkable vomen, ~ 
Mme. Steinheil some time ago ac- 


cused a former servant named Couil- 
laud of killing her husband. He was 
arrested but has been released. In her 
second confession she named Alexander 
Wolff and he was arrested. He is still 
in custody though the police say he has 
established an alibi that is well-nigh 
perfect. 

When confronted with Wolff's denial! 
Mme. Steingeil said that if it was not 
Wolff it was a man who looks much 
like him. She denied that Wolff had 
ever been anything to her, and said she 
had not previously accused him be- 
cause he had threatened to say she in- 
cited him to the crime and she wanted 
to protect her daughter. 

The failure of the police to clear up 
the mystery has led to the public as- 
sertion that their lack of energy is dic- 
tated by powerful political reasons dat- 
ing back to the death in Paris in 1899 
of Felix Faure, President of the Re- 
public. 

Faure died Feb. 16, 1899. It was of- 
ficlally said at the time that he had 
succumbed to a stroke of apoplexy in 
the Elysee Palace. This story was gen- 
erally credited, but it has been common 
knowledge that some of the facts were 
suppressed and many have known that 
Mme. Steinheil was with the President 
when he died. 

A man high in the confidence of Gov- 
ernment officials today told what he 
declared to be the true story, so far as 
it is known, of the death of President 
Faure. He says that the President 
called secretly on Mme. Steinheil at “her 
home, 153 Rue de Van Girard. He had 
an engagement with his daughter at the 
Elysee Palace and when he failed to 
keep it the daughter made an investiga- 
tion. 


Dead Hands Clutched in Hair. 
She went to the Steinheil home and 


there fond her father dead in a chair 
with his hands clutched in Mme. Stein- 
heil’s hair. The daughter was so shock. 
ed at the discovery that she fainted 
and she has never fully recovered. 

The body of the dead eXecutive wa* 
taken from the Steinheil home and was 
conveyed through alleys to the Elysee 
Paiace, where the official statement 
was issued after a delay of several 
hours during which mbers of the 
cabinet had been informed of the affair 
and had decided to suppress the facts. 

One Paris paper now charges that 
aure died of poison, and that this 
fact was known to Chief of Police 
Hamaro and Mr. Leydette. Knowledge 
that the arrest of Mme. Steinheil would 
tear open ‘the Faure scandal is said to 
have been the reason for delaying the 
arrest of Mme. S8teinheil so many 
months after the murder of her hus- 
band. 

Stories now current say that Presi- 
dent Faure met Mme. Steinheil in the 
Swiss Alps during the military maneu- 
vers a year before his death, and she 
became greatly enamored of him. 

A person who attended M. Faure’s 
funeral said today that after the serv- 
ice at the cemetery, Mme. ~Steinhell 
fell on her knees at the grave, took 
from her bosom a bunch of violets and 
threw it on the coffin. Then, sobbing, 
she prostrated hers:lf on the ground, 
passionately kissing M. Faure’s por- 
trait. 

According to the same authority, M. 
Steinhell, who had been complacent at 
the friendship exicting between Faure 
and his wife ad who had accepted th? 
legion of Honor at the hands of Presi- 
dent Faure, began proceedings for d!- 
vorece, but through the intervention of 
his family this suit was withdrawn a 
fortnight afterward. 

According to gossip, compromising pa- 
pers of some political importance were

LAMPHEREJUR 


Man Accused of Murder Found 
Guilty of Arson, Passes 
Sleepless Night. 








LA PORTE, Ind., Nov. 27.—Ray Lam- 
phere passed a sicepless.night after he 
was found guilty yesterday of arson 
and sentenced to from 2 to 21 years in 
the Penitentiary and fined $5000. 

After returning its verdict the mem- 
bers of the jury issued a statement 
signed by all of them that they: believed 
the body of a woman found in the ruins 
of the Gunness home was that of Mrs. 
Belle Gunness, whom Lamphere was 
charged with killing together pas her 
three children. 

The members of the jury akse that 
they reached. the conclusion that Lam- 
phere was guilty of arson “on an eén- 
tirely different proposition,’”’ but do not 
say what the proposition was. 

Lamphere, after being sentenced, re- 
pudiated his alleged confession of ar- 
son and spent most of the night on 
his knees praying and declaring he was 
innocent. He lamented. that he did not 
tell his story on the witness stand and 
regretted the sorrow he has brought to 
his aged mother, who still believes him 
innocent and who is prostrated by the 
verdict of the jury. 

State’s Attorney Smith will immediate- 
ly nolle pros the remaining indictments. 
The attorneys for the defense will de- 
termine whether to appeal to the Su- 
preme Court today.

WOMAN SENDS HELPERS 


ER nce 


Life Savers Reach Despairing 
Pair 11 Miles From Land 
as Hope Flees. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—Swept by a flerce 
gale far out into the lake in an open 


boat, one oar gone, and the small craft 
half filled with water, Otto Wengle 
and Peter G. Meyer, faced what seem- 
ed to them to be certain death yes- 
terday, when they were rescued by the 
life saving crew whith sped 11 miles 
to their aid in a motor boat. 

Both men were exhausted from their 
fight against awfu] odds and are in a 
serious condition at their homes as a 
result of their exposure. 

Wengle and Meyer put out into the 
lake in their small boat shortly after 
daylight to hunt ducks along the 
shore. They had rowed only a short 
time when they were caught by the 
terrific off-shore wind and blown rapid- 
ly lakeward. 

Bravely the two men battled against 
the waves in their efforts to get back 
to shore, but one of their two oars 
snapped suddenly and they were left 
almost helpless and at the mercy of 
the waves. The remaining oar was 
used to keep the boat’s prow to the 
wind, and Wengle and Meyer took 
turns to keep the boat from being 
swamped. While one held the oar the 
other worked frantically with a small 
dipper bailing the water from the fast 
filling craft, 


Woman Sends Life Savers. 

A woman on shore sighted the small 
boat buffeted about in the seas that 
were steadily growing worse, and she 
telephoned to the life saving station. 
Capt. Charles Carland at once put to 
sea with his crew in a motor boat, 
and at tep speed they headed for the 
smal] speck that was visible 11 miles 
away only when it rose on the crest 
of a big wave. 

They reached the little craft just in 
time. Wengle, benumbed by the cold 
and exhausted, had fallen to the bot- 
tom of the boat, and Meyer was al- 
most on the point of giving up his 
bailing in despair when the motor boat 
came alongside. : 

On their return the life savers work- 
ed vigoreusly over the men to prevent 
their succumbing: to the exposure they 
had suffered. 


MURDERER OF ENGLISHWOMAN 
BEING SOUGHT IN MANITOBA 


Scotland Yard Man Declares He 
Will Tell Startling Story 


of Case. 


WINNIPEG, Man., Nov. 27.—Inspec- 
tor Jarvis of Scotland Yard—that sounds 
like a novel, but is said’to be a fact— 
has been in Manitoba for three weeks 
to unravel one of the most mysterious 
murders committed in England in years 
past. The fact that he is traveling 
without salary, solely in anticipation of 
getting the $5000 reward offered, shows 
that he believes the murderer is now 
located in Manitoba. 

It.is now three months since the mur- 
der of Gen. C. EB. Luard’s wife shocked 
England, She was last seen alive in a 
wood néar Seven Oaks, Kent, walking 
with her husband. Two hours later 
she was found shot to death in a sum- 
mer house on the estate. 

No arrest has been made in the case, 
but for some time suspicion pointed 
strongly toward Gen. Luard, and this, 
added to the receipt of anonymous let- 
ters, drove him to suicide two weeks 
after his wife was killed. 

Inspector Jarvis said today that he 
will have a startling story to tell in 
connection with the case within a very 
few days.

ment of its facilities. It is never a difficult mat- 
ter to quote the Post-Dispatch in support of. prog- 
ress. We realized then and we realize now. that 
adequate terminals are indispensable to a city's. 
growth and prosperity. The question now as 
then is whether these terminals shall be monop- 
olized and administered in the interest of selected 
classes or be made to serve the whole people effi- 
ciently at reasonable rates. 

A year ago last June the inhabitants of St. Louis 
were cheered by the prospect that the free bridge 
enterprise was soon to give them relief from the 
intolerable exactions of the Bridge and Terminal 
Trust. The Post-Dispatch shared that hope. It fs 
not necessary at this time to dwell upon the man- 
ner in which this project has been thwarted. 
Everybody knows that the trust has fought the 
work openly and secretly; that it expects ulti- 
mately to kill the undertaking and that it now 
appears that its attempt to gain a firmer foot- 
ing in Mill Creek Valley is for the purpose oi 
making the free bridge in its present location prac- 
tically useless. 

The Post-Dispatch favors improved and ©n- 
larged terminals now as it did a year ago last 
June, but to that end it says that first.of all there 
must be a free bridge; first of all the power of 
monopoly must be broken; first of all the toll gate 
principle must be abandoned. This position is en- 
tirely consistent with the attitude taken in these 
columns in June, 1907, when everybody thought 
that the free bridge was assured. 
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EMANCIPATING THE ART MUSEUM. 

The decision of the Supreme Court invalidating 
the Art Museum tax and the act of the Legislature 
under which it was voted goes to show that the 
whole scheme was wrong from its inception and 
was {il conceived to effect its purpose. 

There is no reason to think that the project cf 
a public art museum will be defeated, but it 
must not be an armnex to the university or any 
other institution not exclusively public in purpose 
and organization. The Museum must be. divorced 
from all private educational and social interests. 
It must be truly public. “Taxes may be levied 
and collected for public purposes only.” This 
mandate of the constitution, cited by the Court 
and applied to the case in hand, puts an end to 
all attempts to place the Museum even indirectly 
and remotely under the control of a private cor- 
poration. It also points the way to the only pos- 
sible realization of the project. 

The institution, being public, must be supported 
by taxation. No admission or other fees can he 
charged. It must be open to everybody without 
discrimination of any kind. There must be no 
flummery. There must be no social line. 

Much is made of the reluctance of people who 
own works of art to loan them to any museum 
“controlled by politicians,” but this reluctance 
will not appear if it is made plain that the politi- 
cians are not to use it for political purposes. It 
is safe to say that there is enough character, fn- 
telligence and disinterested public spirit in St. 
Louis to protect the higher interests of the city 
from the raids of bosses and ward heelers.

ADAME , NAZIMOVA impressed 

Mi me as being in reality the very 

embodiment ofthe spirit of the 

Ibsen drama, as she defines’ it. She 

believes in Ibsen thoroughly, and there 

is every reason to think that she lives 
as She believes. 

“Take fbsen literally,’’ she said to me, 
“and he is the simplest thing in the 
whole world, because ‘he is the truth. 

“He doesn’t preach, he only paints a 
picture—not always a pleasant picture, 
for he paints the faults of society—but 
always his technique is perfect—so per- 
fect as to seem artless—and always he 
is realistic. 

“He doesn’t pretend to rule or dictate 
to people what they must do, but he sets 
things before them so that they will 
see for themselves and do their own 
thinking. a 
Honesty Ibsen’s Secret. 
“Honesty and sincerity will inspire 





and strengthen and win people, as no 


amount of artificiality, however cleverly. 
manipulated, will.’’ 

If you like Madame Nazimova off the 
stage, you like her because she is amaz- 
ingly frank, absolutely asincere and 
enthu8iastic, not only ‘toward her art, 
but all mankind. She is vastly inter- 
ested in social problems, but she pre- 
fers to inspire people—she would not 
dictate if she could. 

“I know people come to see me out 
of pure curiosity,’’ she said. “Before they 
have seen me they say, ‘She is Russian’ 
—Rooshian—they call me. ‘She has fierce 
eyebrows and black, black hair.’ 

Avoids Being Abnormal. 

“They are morbidly curious. They 
think I must be something uncanny 
and grewsome, coming from a faraway, 
cold, cruel land.

The surprise was in itself delightful. 


Hilda, Youth’s Inspiration to Age. 


As the strange, somewhat unearthly 
young maiden who so suddenly emerges 
into the life of the old, weakening and 
age-frightened Halvard Solness, giving 
him new strength and inspiration 
through her splendid hero-worship of 
the greatness which he knows to be 
ebbing from him, even goading him to 
his best battling against the ‘“‘younger 
generation’’ whom he so pitifully fears, 
Mme. Nazimova proved beyond all ques- 
tion that there is at least one Ibsen 
interpretation of the most exquisite 
artistry possible to her individual equip- 
ment. She was Hilda Wangel in the 
flesh—as fully in the flesh, that is, as 
incarnate embodiment can be achieved 
for a conception | which at most times 
seems rather the symbol of strenuous 
human ambitien and effort than as in- 
tended for a flesh and blood creation 
possessing its own palpable and materia! 
mortality. ‘ 


Nazimova Absorbed by the Hilda Role. 

Naizmova accomplishes this by per- 
mitting an absorption of herself into 
Hilda Wangel's personajity, which is 
never for a moment interrupted by the 
player’s withdrawal from the part. In 
her first appearance on the stage shé is 
So obviously the spirit of audacious, yet 
reverential youth, coming to fortify the 
flagging courage of age crowned by 
superb achievement and bitterly resent- 
ful of its declining powers, as to seem 
the result of Solness’ yearning rather 
than in herself a separate entity—an im- 
palpable birth cf his own panic-stricken 
brain, indeed, the answer to the cry of 
his soul for reinforcement against the 
overwhelming competitic of the younger, 
great in his beloved calling. She knows 
his strength and his weakness. From 
the first moment she is always calling 
to him—‘‘Build high! Build high! Build 
towers—pinnacles—from which to look 
down on those beneath! Stand there 
upon the top, wearing the wreath, my 
master builder!’ Yet, almost in the 
same breath, she taunts him for his 
dreading of the younger generation and 
subtly urges him “to that lusty combat 
against all comers which alone can de- 
velop his own supremest powers. 
“Throw open the doors to youth!” she 
cries. ‘“‘You have closed the doors! 
Throw them wide instead!’’ 


A Battle Against Cowardice, 

It .is against this one defect of cow- 
ardice in S@iness’ otherwise unconquer- 
able equipment for greatness that 
Hilda always directs her inspira- 
tional fire. It 1s this that com- 
pels her insistance upon his maunt- 
ing to the tower-top of his last splendid 
structure, there to stand, the victor, as 


she had first seem him stand that day, 


ten years before, when she so strangely 
consecrated herself to his service. And 
it ig typical of Ibsen's relentless teach+ 
ing of inexorable Fate that Solness 
perishes because of his inborn and in- 
eradicable weakness—falling headlong 
ffom the tower to Which Hilda Wangel 
has taunted him, unable to overcome an 
ingrained delinquency of fiber which de- 
crees that the strongest man shall be 
only as strong as the weakest link of 
his moral and intellectual armor. 


An Unforgetable Norwegian Giri- 
Troll, 

Under Nazimova’s admirable present- 
ment of this significance of Hilda Wan- 
gel, finely buttressed by Mr. Dodson 
Mitchell’s compelling interpretation of 
the role of the ruthlessly masterful and 
all-dominating Solness, this drama of 
“The Master Builder’ was sent homé in 
all its significance to the minds of last 
night’s audience. Not at any time was 
Hilda Wangel fully human as Nazimova 
portrayed her, precisely 4s not at any 
time could shé have been entirely hu- 
man during the period .of her concep- 
tion by Ibsen, but at all times she rwas 
the true child of his creative fancy— 
the soul of worshiping youth that re- 
fuses to believe in the possibility of 
the shattering of youth's ideals unti!

annoyed the society woman’s relatives. 


as much as a formerly strong attach- 
ment between her and Mrs..Leslie Car 
ter. Ever since Mrs. Pierce divorced 
Thomas W. Pierce, a Boston miljon- 
aire,-in April, 1907, she has had a bent 
for associations with women on the 
stage. 

Actress Active in Her Behalf. 
‘It was said in Bridgeport that Mrs. 
Pierce would have probably had to 
spend a much longer time at Green’s 
farms if it had not been for the inter- 
ference of Miss Ritchie. The actress 
was credited with having been the mov- 
ing impulse back of the legal machinery 
which compelled the sanitarium manage- 
ment to produce Mrs. Pierce before 
Judge Scott at Bridgeport on Wednes- 
day last on a writ of habeas corpus. 

Anyway, Miss Ritchie was present 
with a quartet of the actress’ friends 
to give comfort to the society woman 
when she appeared in court, and the 
audience will remember the occasion for 
a long time. One of Miss Ritchie's 
friends wore a sheath gown, which 
caused no end of comment. 

So far as the law went, Mrs. Pierce 
had the better of her family, for the 
testimony went to prove that she had 
been forcibly removed from this State 
to Connecticut by her brother. That, as 
his counsel urged, Mr. Rogers acted 
only for the best interests of his sister 
and counted for naught, she being ‘“‘free, 
white and 2.” 

Has $500-a°-Week Allowance, 

When Mrs. Pierce divorced her mil- 
lionaire husband she obtained an allow- 
ance of $500 a week for herself and 
little boy and a home at Beverly Farms, 
Mass. She lived quietly there for several 
months and then developed the asso- 
clation with women stage folk. Under 
the decree of divorce she is entitled to 
have the custody of their son six months 
each year. The child ts 9 years old. 

As Alice Crowninshield Rogers of Sa- 
lem, Mass., Mrs. Pierce was a belle. 
She is in her thirtieth year and is a 
woman of rare attractiveness. Her 
girlish daring which has grown with 
the years, and her pranks, had won the 
sobriquet of ‘“‘Tomboy Alice’’ before ;he 
married Pierce. She and her former 
husband were reared together. 

Tom Pierce is a descendant of Presi- 
dent Franklin Pierce and -his home at 
Topsfield, Mass., is one of the show 
places of the State. When Mrs. Pierce 
instituted her suit for divorce Boston 
society caught its breath. 

Wedding Rumor Untrue. 

She alleged that Pierce treated her 
cruelly. It was rumored at that time 
that she would marry Alex. Higginson, 
a son of the Boston banking family of 
that name. 

Mrs. Pierce’s brother, Jacob C. Rog- 
ers, was formerly secretary to Everett 
B. Webster, president of the Wire Trust, 
who, when he died a year ago, be- 
queathed to Mrs. Rogers and Mrs. D. 
Gubbins, wife of a London partner, the 
most of his $8,000,000 estate. 

Mrs. Webster, who was cut off by her 
husband, established her dower rights 
and was awarded one-third of the es- 
tate. Mrs. Rogers and Mrs. Gubbins 
had helped Webster in his social climb, 
it has been claimed, and he was grace- 
ful.
